Infectious  Disease o 


The  felloviing  cases  of  infectious  disease 
were  notified  to  me  during  the  year. 


Scarlet  Fever 4 cases. 


As  v;ill  therefore  bo  seen  the  district  was  free  from  any  severe 
outbreak  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  could  still  be  ad2nittod,as  in  previous 
years, into  the  Ray  Urban  Isolation  hospital. 

Diphtheria  Ir.Tmunisation, 

During  the  year  under  review  monthly 
clinics  were  corimoncod  for  the  purpose  of  imiaunising  children  against 
diphtheria, The  response  has  boon  satisfactory  and  as  a result  a 
recent  survey  shov''ed  that  73  % of  the  school  children  had  boon 
irrmiunisod.Tho  response  in  the  under  five  group  has  also  been  good 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  response  will  continue  to  remain 
satisfactory  so  that  the  present  high  imuunising  rate  may  bo 
maintained. 


Scabies . A fairly  lai'ge  number  of  cases  of  scabies  came  to  my 
notice  during  the  year. The  cases  occurring  in  evacuee 
children  \7oro  admitted  to  the  Sick  Bay  at  Sennybridgo  \7hilo  the 
non-evacuee  cases  wore  dealt  with  by  the  County  Health  Visitor,
